To the Board of Education, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


I herewith present my tenth annual report covering the 
various activities of the public schools of Bloomfield, New Jersey, 
for the school year 1937-1938. 


Daily nearly eight thousand boys and girls pass along our 
streets on their way to the open doors of our public schools in 
Bloomfield. ‘This procedure makes the parents and other citizens 
of our city feels a sense of security, for the educated boy or girl of 
today shall be the social and political leader of tomorrow, Educa- 
tion today is in deed preparation for good citizenship. Our boys and 
girls must learn to think for themselves and be able to judge wisely 
and in so doing the rights of others must be respected. Our schools 
must assist the home and community to build right habits and 
proper behavior procedures, this task has lately been multiplied due 
to our complicated home life. Тһе enlargement and extension of 
our educational offerings have been brought about very largely by 
the change in our social needs and demands. 


Our buildings, twelve in number, many of them built years 
ago, are modest but serviceable, many of them have charm and do 
not lack in simple beauty. These buildings are kept in good repair 
and the entire physical equipment is in excellent condition. Our 
high school is on the approved list both by the state of New Jersey 
and the Association of Secondary Schools of Eastern Atlantic 
States and Maryland which assures all of our graduates of unquali- 
fied admissions to all colleges which do not require entrance exami- 
nations, and only a very few require such examinations. Our 
schools have long prepared for better living as well as for entrance 
to college. 


Plans have been perfected, and a partial faculty named for 
our first Junior High school in Bloomfield. This building will 
accommodate about fifteen hundred students enrolling all pupils 
in the seventh and eighth grades from the five elementary schools 
in the southern section of the city along with all of the ninth grade 
from all of the schools who are now a part of the senior high 
school. 


During the past year an extension course offered by field 
workers from the State Teachers College at Montclair gave many 
of our teachers an opportunity to understand better how our com- 
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mercial and industrial life in this community may be utilized to 
give point to the instruction in manual training, local history, civics, 
geography, and other related studies. We are attempting to change 
our schools from places where children simply prepare for life, by 
learning certain traditional things, to a place where children live 
life and are daily brought into contact with such real industrial, 
social, community, and life expressions and experiences as will best 
prepare them for the harder and more difficult problems of living 
they shall find just ahead. 


Each year teachers who have served long and faithfully this 
and other communities find it convenient to retire. This year Miss 
M. Caroline Bliven who has been a teacher in our elementary 
schools for many years joins those who have retired in previous 
years. 


Тһе happy relationship which has long existed between the 
Board of Education and the teaching personnel as well as all other 
school employes has again manifested itself in no small measure 
during the past year for which we are all grateful.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


When the school year 1937-1938 opened, the health con- 
ditions in our schools were very favorable except for a few cases 
of mumps. Тһе schools were scarcely touched by any serious dis- 
eases. About the middle of March a few cases of Scarlet Fever 
appeared. Тһе epidemic did not spread and the cases were mild. 
A thorough examination of all pupils was made every day for a 
week, and pupils found suffering from simple nasal catarrh, colds, 
sore throats and high temperature were excluded from school for a 
week and advised to see their family physician. The splendid co- 
operation of the principals and teachers with the school physicians 
and nurses was able to check all cases before there was any real 
epidemic.

School doors open 15 miutes before the school sessions begin 
and close 15 minutes after school is dismissed in the afternoon. 
From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are open during the 
noon hours. 


No school work which comes under the head of "study in 
preparation for assigned lessons" shall be required to be done at 
home in Kindergarten or Grades One, Two, or Three. 


No school work which comes under the head of "study in 
preparation for CLASS assigned lessons" shall be required to be 
done at home in Grades Four, Five or Six. 


Pupils will be admitted to all Kindergarten Classes at the open- 
in of School in September of each school year who become five (5) 
years of age on or before December 31. 


АП field trips consisting of pupils, principals and teachers 
during regular school hours designed for educational purposes and 
approved by the Superintendent of Schools, shall become a part of 
the regular school curriculum of the Public Schools of Bloomfield. 


Provided further ;— 


That all such trips necessitating the use of buses shall be con- 
fined to buses which are properly covered by public liability insur- 
ance and that a certification of such insurance be filed with the 
Board of Education. 


The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day sessions 
because of weather conditions. 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the parent 
or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness was with the 
knowledge and approval of the signer or the equivalent. All les- 
sons may be counted zero until made up in a manner satisfactory 
to the teacher, No lesson may be made up until an excuse has been 
accepted. 


No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 


No person may visit any school or class to see any teacher or 
pupils upon personal business of any kind during the school hours. 
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Тһе schools are always open to the inspection of the public, 
and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit them at any 
time. 


"Teachers are to be present at school 15 miutes before school 
opens and 15 minutes after school closes. 


Teachers during the first five years of service in the Bloom- 
field school system may be allowed five days with full pay for per- 
sonal illness. After five days, deduction shall be substitute's pay 
for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


From the end of the fifth year of service to the end of the 
tenth year, ten days may be allowed with full pay for personal ill- 
ness. After ten days, deduction shall be substitute's pay for a 
period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


From the end of the tenth year of service to the end of the 
twentieth year, twenty days may be allowed each teacher with full 
pay for personal illness. After twenty days, deduction shall be 
substitute's pay for a period to be determined by the Board of 
Education. 


From the end of the twentieth year of service, as many days 
with full pay for personal illness may be allowed as the number of 
years the teacher has served in the Bloomfield School system. 
After that number of days allowance, deduction shall be substi- 
tute's pay for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


When death or serious illness in the immediate family of a 
teacher calls him or her away from school work, an allowance of 
from one to five days with full pay may be made. After five days, 
deduction shall be substitute's pay for a period not to exceed thirty 
days. 


In case of a teacher's absence on account of a wedding in the 
immediate family, there shall be deducted the substitute's pay for 
a reasonable number of days. 


Full deduction of salary is to be made for absence for reasons 
other than personal illness or death in the immediate family. 


Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the day 
before or the day following any vacation period, except as pro- 
vided for above. 


АП claims regarding absences must be presented in writing to 
the Secretary of the Board of Education within one week from 
date of the teacher's return to school. 


Тһе compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day in 
Grades One to Eight, and Kindergarten for less than 19 continu- 
ous days in the same class in any one school year; and $5.50 per 
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school day for 19 or more continuous days in the same class in any 
one school year. 


The compensation is $5.00 per school day in grades Nine to 
Twelve, (High School), for less than 19 continuous days in the 
same class in any one school year; and $6.50 per school day for 19 
or more continuous days in the same class in any one school year. 


Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, failures 
of specialists or class teachers to be present upon the time set in 
the schedules and rules. 


The duties of teachers include required attendance at school, 
grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding five in any one 
month. 'lhe duties of principals and specialists include required 
attendance at all meetings designated by the school authorities. 
Teachers and principals should visit the pupils’ homes in the per- 
formance of their educational obligations to circumvent truancy, 
to quarantine cases of suspected diseases, and to consult parents in 
their children's interests. 


Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 
High School, $120 per year. 
Grammar Grades, $50 per year. 
Primary Grades, $25 per year. 
Special School, $150 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be necessary 
to have the building ready for school, and to remain as long as 
there are teachers or pupils in the building, except that a janitor 
shall not be requested to remain later than six o'clock, and shall 
not leave the building before five-thirty o'clock except by ar- 
rangement with the principal. The lunch period of the janitor 
will be arranged with the principal. 

То take charge of the building during noon hour except when 
otherwise arranged with the principal. 

To leave the building during school hours only with consent of the 
principal. 

То sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 

То empty all waste baskets every day. 

То dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

То clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 

То clean every window inside three times each year. 

То rake the yards and keep them clean. 

То keep the lawns mowed. 

"To clear the sidewalk immediately after snowfall. 

То fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every fourth 
Saturday. 

То visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night and 
as early in the morning as is found necessary to get the rooms 
heated properly before the opening of school. 

"To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 

"To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes before 
the opening of school and after school has been closed for a 
half hour, unless accompanied by teachers, except in cases of 
extreme cold or storm and except when games are being 
conducted on the basketball courts. 

To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the 
кішісі at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by the 
principal.
